A hard core of Communist 


party conservatism at the top in 
the Kremlin appears to have 
demonstrated that it has suffi- 
cient strength to set back the 
economic reformers' timetable 
for a more abundant Soviet So- 
ciety. 


If the Soviet public is disap- 


pointed, it is being prepared to 
blame the United States. What 
amounts almost to a "Hate 
America" campaign has been 
going on in the U.S.S.R., keyed 
to'Viet Nam but coinciding with 
the summoning of the Supreme 
Soviet (parliament) to consider 
the 1966 budget. 


In that budget, the people who 


have come to be known as'"the 
metal eaters," those who want 
more armament, seem to have 
had their way to a large extent 
in the allocation of resources for 
the next year.

Justice Delayed 


There is more delay than ever before 


In bringing to trial personal injury law- 
iuits in the state courts of the country, re- 
ports the Institute for Judicial Administra- 
tion on the basis of its latest survey of 
«tate court calendars in all of the states. 


It is a source of some satisfaction to the 


leaders of the bench and bar of Wisconsin, 
we must suppose, that in this state the rec- 
ord is comparatively good. The problem, 
§uch as it is. is in the larger population 
centers of Wisconsin, including Milwau- 
kee, although it should be noted that even 
Milwaukee ranks well in providing speedy 
trials as against the performance of the 
metropolitan court systems of other states. 
Milwaukee County was one of the large 
centers which reported delays of less than 
12 months, which is strikingly favorable as 
•gainst the national average that was put at 
something over 19 months by the Institute. 


Yet the picture in some judicial juris- 


dictions has been notorious, and 
it 
is 


worsening. The average waiting period in 
14 of the slowest courts of the country is 
now more than 30 months from the date 
of filing to the time of trial. The number 
of laggard courts is growing. The worst in 
the country, apparently, is the 
circuit 


court of Cook County which serves Chi- 
cago, where the average waiting period is 


now nearly 70 months, or nearly six 
years. 


The perils of judicial tardiness are so 


obvious that they 
have become trite 


through repetition. There is the issue of 
postponement of indemnities for plaintiffs, 
many of whom are in such financial cir- 
cumstances that postponement of payment 
of their claims is an acute hardship. There 
is the problem of accurate presentation of 
a case after \ears of delay. Memories of 
witnesses become foggy. That justice de- 
layed is frequently justice denied is an old 
saw. It represents a demonstrable problem 
of modern life and especially in our larg- 
er cities, nevertheless. 


Wisconsin legislative and government- 


al leaders in general have been sensitively 
attentive to the problem. It was only four 
years ago that the state reshuffled its 
trial court system for more efficient and 
uniform performance, and accompanied 
the reorganization with a generous ad- 
dition of judicial manpower. Succeeding 
legislatures have willingly increased the 
number of courts and judges upon the 
representations of local bar organizations. 
We note with approval, moreover, that the 
state Judicial Council has chosen as a ma- 
jor activity next year a thorough review of 
trial court caseloads with a view to recom- 
mending a reapportionment of the judicial 
complement of the state. 


An Old-Fashioned Christmas 


There is an optimistic note in this 


year's trend in Christmas toy sales for 
harried parents seeking gifts to put under 
the tree for the younger members of the 
family. "Old-fashioned toys, neglected for 
a generation in favor of noisy upstarts, are 
making a comeback," reports The Wall 
Street Journal. 


Among toys interesting more buyers 


this year are Teddy bears, lead soldiers, 
Lincoln logs, Erector sets and wooden 


blocks. One large toy manufacturer says 
sales of wooden blocks are up 100 per cent 
this year. 


If you remember—and what young 


parent can forget—the trend last year was 
to the noise toys. Everything in Santa's 
sack went vroom or screech. By contrast 
the thought of Tommy playing on the 
living room floor with building logs while 
Susie cuddles her Teddy bear is one to 
really 
look forward to on 
Christmas 


morning. 


New Freedoms for Modern Man 


The complexities of urban living have 


presented an entirely new set of problems 
to Twentieth Century man, not the least of 
which-is the anonymity of the individual 
living in heavily populated areas. The 
failure of neighbors to help those in 
trouble has been only one symptom of both 
the anonymity and the mobility of modern 
life. 


But one author, Harvey Cox, in The 


Secular City, argues that the opportunity 
for Christian growth is greater today than 
formerly. Instead of looking backward, as 
Cox says the Existentialists do, and pining 
for the past, man should accept this 
secular, 
urban 
state 
of things as a 


challenge to growing up. Man has been 
released from the captivity of convention 
and tradition and now has a wide range of 
freedom for his own moral choice. "Urban 
man's deliverance from enforced conven- 
tions makes it necessary to choose for 
himself. His being anonymous to most 
people permits him to have a face and a 
name for others." 


The book seems especially pertinent 


when the Roman Catholic Church has so 
radically changed its regulations with the 
main effect being to put more responsibili- 
ty upon the individual to follow God's will. 
But can mankind accept the challenge, not 
merely whether to abstain from meat on 
Friday 
but to use his freedom from 


tradition and strict ties to seek meaning in 
his life? 


Cox argues that his modern mobility is 


also a freedom. "The mobile man is less 
tempted than the immobile man to demote 
Yahweh into a baal. He will usually not 
idolatrize any town or nation. He will not 
be as likely to see the present economic 
and political structure as the unambiguous 
expression of how things always have been 
and always should be. He will be more 
open to change, movement, newness." 


Failure of man to use the new liberty 


for anything except license without a 
balancing responsibility is a serious failure 
indeed. But it is easy to see how various 
right wing extremist groups have desper- 


ately sought to store the conventions and 
tradition and what some might call the 
chains of the past rather than to make use 
of the new freedom. ' 


In reviewing the book, the Reverend 


Bernard Murchland warns that "our age is 
as beleagured by illusion and superstition 
as 
any other." 
He 
quotes 
Reinhold 


Niebuhr's 
criticism 
of 
some 
liberal 


religions. "A religion which capitulates to 
the prejudices of a contemporary age is 
not very superior to a religion which 
remains 
enslaved 
to the partial and 


relative insights of an age already dead." 
The balance must be kept to avoid idolatry 
of today's points of view as well as of 
yesterday's. We can see this struggle in 
economics 
and 
in 
politics,' in 
court 


decisions and family relationships, as well 
as in theological matters. 


Many years ago William Butler Yeats 


wrote of the problem in Prayer For My 
Daughter but he leaned 
in favor of 


tradition. 


Once more the storm is howling and 


half hid 


Under this cradle hood and coverlid 
My child sleeps on . . . 
And for an hour I have walked and 


prayed 


Because of the great gloom that is in 


my mind . , . 


May her bridegroom bring her to a 


house 


Where all's accustomed, ceremonious: 
For arrogance and hatred are the 


wares 


Peddled in the thoroughfares. 
How but in custom and in ceremony 
Are innocence and beauty born? 


There is a tremendous amount of 


agitation and controversy going on in 
theological fields involving those who are 
alleged to be "anti-God" but who are really 
trying to find new bases for moral living in 
a world which rejects 
a reliance on 


mythical and metaphysical beliefs. And 
there is no end in sight to the struggle 
which in itself may be a symbol of man's 
humanity.

Fortunately, the tide 
turned over the years and today's over-all 
picture is most encouraging. 


The state agency quoted a report of the 


Neenah-headquartered 
Wisconsin Paper 


Industry Information Service that paper 
companies planted more than 2.5 million 
trees on their Wisconsin timberlands dur- 
ing the past year. In fact, since the organ- 
ized planting began, more than 87 million 
trees have been set out in industrial for- 
ests. 


This type of long-term investment 
in 


our natural resources can't help but pay 
broad dividends.

Editor's Notebook 
Soldier Writes of the 
Miracle of Christmas, 
All in a Box in Korea

In view of the national concern at this Christmas sea- 


son over the boys in Viet Nam, I pulled from my file 
this week a copy of a letter which a soldier from Menasha 


wrote to his parents after receiving their 
Christmas package while serving in Korea. 


The author is Porter M. Thompson, who

And while the letter con- 
cerned another Christmas season overseas,

Dear Mom and Dad: 


It was raining, a chilly drizzle as usual, when mail 


call was announced on the P.A. system and the voice 
rolled damply over the dirty huddled quonset huts of the 
compound. Thanksgiving was coming and so was Christ- 
mas and their approach was being felt by all the men." 
The strangeness of Korea was even more acute to the 
younger ones and the seasoned soldiers began to think of 
home and family more often, too often. 


I looked out the window and wondered if it was worth 


the trip to the mail room in this weather. "It will be there 
tomorrow," I thought, and plunged again into The Centaur 
by Updike. It went well for awhile but the thin analogy 
drawn between noble Chiron and Caldwell, a high school 
teacher, grew thinner and finally verged on the ridicu- 
lous, so I tossed it on the bed, grabbed a jacket and dove 
into the soggy evening. 


Behind the cage in the mail room resides a wild beast.

"Hey, look at that, whatcha got in 
there, Port? Your girl? Maybe it's his whole family. If 
it's cookies I get some," "Hell, it's a whole bakery!" The 
Korean houseboys stood open-mouthed waiting for it to 
be opened. 'Aiee Guu!" said Cho, "that's bali big box, 
you better honk!" I tore open the top and the room was 
filled with the hilarity of the house boys' giggling.

Byrnes, Zuehlke, Wenzlau, Kopiteke Polled 
National Economy Contention Item 
For Four Authorities from This Area

President Johnson and the 


Federal Reserve Board mem- 
bers aren't the only persons 
who disagree on the subjects 
of 
our 
national 
economy, 


whether we are in an infla- 
tionary period, and what cor- 
rective measures should or 
need be taken. 


Discuss the same subjects 


with four local authorities and 
it's likely that the only item 


the four will agree on is the 
definition of inflation—an in- 
crease in the amount of cur- 
rency in circulation along with 
a large increase in credit, re- 
sulting in the shrinking pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. 


We went to four authorities 


— Eighth District Rep. John 
W. Byrnes, the Republican 
from Green Bay; William H. 
Zuehlke Jr., vice president and 
director of investments for the 
Aid Association for Luther-

ans, Appleton; Prof. Thomas 
E. Wenzlau, chairman of the 
Department of. Economics at 
Lawrence University, Apple- 
ton, and V.A. Kopitzke, in- 
structor in economics at the 
University of Wisconsin Fox 
Valley Center—and we found 
contrasting views on whether 
the American economy is in 
the midst of an inflationary 
cycle. 


Wenzlau, who calls himself 


a liberal economist, says, "I 
don't think we are in an in- 
flationary period, but condi- 
tions are conducive to a be- 
ginning of an upward spiral. 
The danger is greater than at 
any other time in the past 
decade. This is why," Wenz- 
lau said, "the Administration 
put the clamps on aluminum 
and copper prices." 


Cycle Arrives 


In Zuehlke's opinion, the cy- 


cle already has arrived. 
"I 


think," he said, "that almost 
everyone agrees we are in a 
modest 
inflationary 
cycle. 


Everyone wants a little infla- 
tion because a little is good 
for the economy. 
But 
the 


question is, 'How much is too 
much?'. When it goes beyond 
2 per cent a year, like it is 
now, it is a problem and we 
are hurting." 


Kopitzke feels that the econ- 


omy "hasn't reached the point 
of inflation. But there is a pos- 
sibility," he said, "and there 
is a potential inflationary sit- 
uation in our midst. Still, we 
have to accept some type of 
inflation if we are to allocate 
funds to meet needs." 


There's 
no 
question 
in 


Byrnes' view. "We are in the 
midst of a boom economy," 
he stated, "and the amounts 
of borrowed money are in- 
creasing at the same time 
that the federal government 
is spending in excess of its in- 
come. We not only have a mo- 
netary inflation, 
but 
pres- • 


sures have the pot boiling on 
price inflation. All the ingredi- 
ents of inflation are present." 


The four men don't share 


the same idea on what, if any, 
corrective actions should .be 
taken to stop or to prevent in- 
flation. 


Cause for Alarm 


"There's 
no 
question," 


Byrnes said, "that fundamen- 
tal facts and statistics gave 
the Federal Reserve Board 
cause for alarm. Even the Ad- 
ministration 
seems 
to 
be 


alarmed, despite its public pro- 
nouncements. That's why pres- 
sure was put on the aluminum 
and copper industries to hold 
current price lines. Johnson 
wants to dampen the fire and 
keep the pot boiling at the 
same time." 


Byrnes said the Federal Re- 


serve Board's action of rais- 
ing the discount rate from 4 
to .4% per cent was taken "in 
anticipation of an increase in 
the federal deficit of between 
$8 and $10 billion, about $5 bil- 
lion more than was predicted 
just a few months ago. The 
Administration has been try- 
ing to fool the Congress and 
the people because it knew 


the costs were there all the 
time. The Administration has 
not requested all the funds it 
rent situation of peak em- 
ployment, productivity by busi- 
knows we'll need in Viet Nam. 
So," Byrnes explained, "we've 
got a government that's hold- 
ing back some aspects of the 
private economy, but is feed- 
ing the fires of inflation it- 
self. The government must 
cut back on some of its do- 
mestic spending programs if 
we are to finance the Viet 
Nam war and control infla- 
tion at the same time." 


Wenzlau differs with Byrnes 


on whether government spend- 
ing can be cut back. "Inter- 
national political structure and 
the political realities of the 
domestic society do not per- 
mit government spending to 
be cut. Veterans, farmers and 
people who rely on welfare 
programs don't want govern- 
ment projects cut back. And 
what about state and local 
government 
expenditures? 


They're increasing at a great- 
er rate than federal govern- 
ment spending. 


"So, if inflation becomes a 


problem," Wenzlau said, "an 
increase in taxes would be 
my way of handling it because 
it would reduce consumer de- 
mand. Inflation is prevented 
by a reduction in either gov- 
ernment, industry or consum- 
er s p e n d i n g . Government 
spending can't be cut and it 
would be undesirable to cut 
industry spending." 


Lack Courage 


Zuehlke thinks inflation is 


caused because nobody- has 
the "courage to say no. The 
only 'no' so far has been 
Johnson's actions which block- 
ed aluminum and copper price 
increases. The only effect of 
these no's has been a cutback 
in business profits which tend 
to halt business expansion." 


The insurance company exe- 


cutive doesn't think higher in- 
come taxes are the answer. 
"When Johnson cut income 
taxes," he said, "it had a 
good effect on the economy 
and now we must 
continue 


that 
cycle. 
Raising 
taxes 


would be too drastic because 
it would scare the consumer 
by cutting into his paycheck. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
action was the proper thing 
to do. By making interest 
rates higher, we are trying to 
consolidate without pushing the 
panic button. It isn't scaring 
the consumer which is the 
last thing we. want to do. 


"We can define the board's 


action," Zuehlke 
continued, 


"as a moderate deflationary 
step. It doesn't affect the con- 
sumer's standard 
of living, 


but it will have some control 
on his spending. By tightening 
up credit with higher interest 
rates, it will cut down on ad- 
ditional money going into the 
economic stream which has 
been causing inflationary pres- 
sures." 


Kopitzke said he believes 


government spending should 
be cut back, but doubts that 
it is possible. "It's impossible 
to cut down on government 


spending at this time," he said, 
"but perhaps the government 
should try to reduce the. rate 
of spending increases." He 
said that because of the cur- 
ness can't increase any more 
than its current annual rate 
of 3 per cent. "What we must 
do," Kopitzke said, "is to 
decelerate government spend- 
ing from its present 6 per cent 
annual rate of increase to the 
3 per cent rate of productiv- 
ity." 


Good and Bad 


The University of Wisconsin 


extension economics instruct- 
or finds, both good and bad in 
the Federal Reserve Board 
action. 


"If you accept the premise 


that there is more purchas- 
ing power than productivity 
and that the two should be 
brought into balance, we can 
raise the discount rate. This 
restricts the amount of money 
available to banks and makes 
it more difficult for people to 
borrow. This is effective, but 
it's 
questionable. 
Cheaper 


money makes research and 
expansion possible. And long- 
term, low interest rates add to 
economic growth and econo- 
mic growth discourages infla- 
tion. 


"Yet," he stated, "we can't 


fight in Viet Nam, give peo- 
ple color television sets, edu- 
cate children and expand busi- 
ness all at the same time. We 
have to cut back somewhere, 
so at the present time we 
might find something good to 
say about the Federal Reserve 
Board's action." 


The four men all agree that 


the present high employment 
level causes economic prob- 
lems. 


"Full employment," accord- 


ing to Byrnes, "sets the stage 
for high wage levels because 
the demand for labor and the 
supply of labor always affect 
the level. This means there is 
more money in the general 
flow of the economy which is 
not inflationary in itself. The 
problem comes when business 
is held down and cannot sup- 
ply enough goods to meet the 
demands of the increased flow 
of money. The combination of 
the great expansion ,of con- 
sumer borrowing and federal 
government spending inflates 
the money supply and puts 
pressure on the goods and 
services available. 


Would Offset Flow 


"A cutback in 
domestic 


spending by the federal gov- 
ernment along with a cutback 
in overseas spending that isn't 
directly related to the military 
effort^- Byrnes added, "would 
offset this increased flow in 
money and it would help the 
balance of payments deficit." 


Wenzlau said full employ- 


ment puts the economy "on a 
tightrope." 


"Our living standards," he 


said, "are maximized when 
our labor force is fully em- 
ployed and business firms are 
going'along at a close-to-capa- 
city pace. 


"But, on the other hand," 


the Lawrence professor said, 
"the closer you get 
to 
full 


employment, prices rise be- 
cause there is more of a de- 
mand for products and pro- 
ductivity is 
insufficient 
to 


meet the demand. What we 
would like to have is full em- 
ployment with stable prices, 
and realistically speaking, we 
know this is just about im- 
possible to achieve. If we pull 
back on employment enough 
to insure price stability, we 
have to cut back on produc- 
tion. 


"So," 
Wenzlau 
explained, 


"if you have to make a choice 
between a little unemployment 
and price stability, or full em- 
ployment and little price sta- 
bility, you're walking on a 
tightrope and you have to fall 
off one side or other. Once 
the economy shows that infla- 
tion is taking place, spending 
has to be reduced in some 
area and the best way to 
solve the problem is with in- 
creased productivity." 


Zero Unemployment 


Zuehlke said "unemployment 
is so low at this time that it 
is almost irreducable. Effect- 
ively," he said, "we are at 


"And this causes a new 


problem," Zuehlke said. "Say 
that I want to produce more, 
where do I get the people to 
man the machinery? Addition- 
al production is a controlling 
influence on inflation, but we 
are out of people that we can 
use to expand production. It 
sounds cold and callous, but 
_it's apparent that full employ- 
Inent defeats one of the classi- 
cal controls of economy. 


"This," he said, "is the prin- 


cipal cause of inflation. We're 
in too tight a position. We 
don't have enough production 
capacity to meet consumer de- 
mands and capital expendi- 
tures made by industry have 
a bigger effect on our economy 
than any other major item. 


"This causes still another 


problem," Zuehlke 
added. 


"With insufficient 
capacity 


causing prices to go up, foreign 
goods come in to compete, with 
American goods. Competition 
from foreign goods becomes a 
deflationary measure, but the 
purchase of foreign goods has 
a further adverse effect on our 
balance of payments problem. 
Since we entered the interna- 
tional monetary 
market in 


1958, we've found out that the 
U.S. is subject to economic 
pressures beyond its capabil- 
ity of control. This has thrown 
a lot of our modern economic 
thinking out the window. 


"All of this," Zuehlke said, 


"makes onething obvious. "We 
must control the amount of 
money the consumer has to 
spend. Wages must, be main- 
tained at reasonable levels to 
keep the consumer purchasing 
power in check because in- 
creases break the delicate bal- 
ance which is so necessary for 
a healthy economy. It would 
be desirable if we- could say 
'no' to further pay increases, 
but the government 
cannot

subject people to rules and 
regulations in this area." 


This brought Zuehlke back 


to the hike in interest rates. 
"One answer may be the banks 
cutting back on loans so that 
fewer people will be able to 
spend money. The banking in- 
dustry's money supply has been 
expanding greatly in recent 
years, and now because of the 
Federal Reserve Board action, 
the money won't be available. 
This may ease our problems." 


Forming a consensus from 


opinions given by Kopitzke, 
Byrnes, Wenzlau and Zuehlke 
is difficult. 


One thing they all agree on 


is that cutbacks in spending 
are necessary to curb inflation 
or inflationary pressures. Byr- 
nes and Kopitzke think the cut- 
back must come in federal 


spending or at least the rate 
of increase in federal spend- 
ing. Wenzlau thinks higher 
taxes would cut into consum- 
er spending so that the de- 
mand would keep pace with 
the supply. Zuehlke says con-' 
sumer spending should be' cut 
by increasing lending rates 
and by holding the line on pay 
increases. 


And all four admit that while 


full employment brings our 
society closer to Utopia, our 
present economic strictures 
make it difficult to cope with 
Utopia. This brings-to mind-a 
comment we once heard: 


"Capitalism isn't a perfect 


economic system, but it's the 
best system that society has 
ever devised and it will do un- 
til somebody dreams up some- 
thing better." 


World's Important Capitals Involved 
Broader Diplomatic Front Arises 
In Viet Nam Than Military Battles

diplomatic conflict arising out 
of 
the war 
in Viet

ranges over a far broader 
front than the military strug- 
gle. 


It extends from Peking to 


Washington and from Moscow 
to London with almost every 
important capital -in the world 
involved. It widens the splits 
that already 
exist between 


nations, 
magnifies 
old dis- 


putes and feeds global fear of 
nuclear war. . 


Red China has used the 


conflict 
to 
try 
to 
wrest 


Communist leadership away 
from the Soviet Union, espe- 
cially in Asia 
and 
Africa. 


Soviet, leaders have seized on 
North Viet Nam's need for 
arms in an effort to break 
China's grip on the Commu- 
nist leaders at Hanoi. 


The United States, support- 


ed by many of its allies and 
opposed by France, is fighting 
in Viet Nam not only to bar 
Communist conquest but also 
to show that "wars of libera- 
tion" elsewhere don't pay.' 


Seems Endless 


The chain reactions to the 


conflict seem endless: The 
East-West dispute, the splits 
within the Western and Com- 
munist blocs, the dissensions 
between the big powers and 
the newer and weaker coun- 
tries are tied into a pattern of 
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competing, 
and 
sometimes 


contradictory, interests in a 
sharpened struggle for power 
and position. 


Yet most Western diplomats 


here agree that if the Viet- 
namese war could be ended 
-tomorrow, the world might be 
an easier place to live in but' 
very few of its real problems 
would disappear. 


If 
the war goes on — and 


Johnson administration lead- 
ers expect it will go on for 
many months yet — some 
parallel issues may be negoti- 
ated in spite of Viet Nam. 
Both 
Soviet' and American 


diplomats believe, for exam- 
ple, that the Vietnamese crisis 
is not the major block to 
progress between the two'big 
nuclear powers on disarma- 
ment. 


No Quick Accord 


Militarily; the Vietnamese 


war is a small war, mainly 
involving 
only 
the United 


States and the two Viet Nams. 
But in U.S.-Soviet relations 
the Vietnamese war may well 
be 
the 
true 
reason why 


Kremlin 
leaders 
rejected 


President Johnson's bid last 
January for an exchange of 
visits. 
The Vietnamese war also is 


blamed by the Soviets, but not 
so generally by American 
officials, for blocking progress 
in disarmament negotiations. 
Yet if the war ended tomor- 
row, U.S. leaders would not 


expect 
a sudden boom in 


disarmament prospects. 


Peace would bring no quick 


accord on a pact to halt the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The 
central .issue of this 


proposed pact is not Viet Nam 
but a NATO nuclear weapons 
role for West Germany which 
is bitterly opposed by the 
Soviets. 


Nor would a treaty to ban 


underground nuclear weapons 
tests be readily concluded 
because the main problem is 
not Viet Nam, but inspections 
demanded 
by 
the 
United 


States and Britain inside the 
Soviet Union, and the Soviets' 
refusal to grant them. 


Probably the major contribu- 


Hon of peace in Viet Nam 
would be to bring a change in 
atmosphere and ease some of 
the 
tensions 
between 
the 


United States and the Soviet 
Union. 


The diplomatic or political 


difficulties created by the war 
are considered here to be 
greater for the Kremlin than 
for the White House in spite 
of the fact-that the United 
States is involved militarily. 
And the reason for this u Red 
China. 


The rivalry between the 


Soviet Union and Red China is 
a major'factor in determining 
their attitude* toward the 
Vietnamese conflict. At the 
same time, it is magnified by

United States, more decisive 
than the direct U.S.-Soviet 
differences over Viet Nam. 


To diplomats it seems to be 


almost a law that as Soviet- 
Chinese tensions increase, So- 
viet tensions with the West 
decrease. 


Comrnonfy Accepted

is commonly accepted 


among diplomats that Soviet- 
Chinese differences over the 
war in Viet Nam have aggra- 
vated their more funndament- 
al disagreements over how to 
communize the world. The 
Chinese national interest is to 
keep the conflict going, while 
maintaining opportunities for 
subversive and revolutionary 
activity in Asia. 


But the Soviets' national 


interest, as a more mature 
Communist power, is to calm 
down 
the 
Southeast 
Asian 


conflict and bring it to a close 
before it gets too dangerous. 
The Soviets have to try to do 
this while maintaining their 
posture as a champion of 
revolutionary activity to back- 
ward or oppressed people all 
over the world. 


The diplomatic impact of

spring, from 2,732 to 1,881, a dif- 
ference of 851. 


A more important long-range 


consequence, although one that 
won't be as tangible or dramat- 
ic, will be a gradual reorienta- 
tion of viewpoint and policy of 
the county governments as the 
new districts tend to give more 
weight and power to the urban 
and suburban majority of the 
slate's population. 


Steady Expansion 


Flowing from that trend, ac- 


cording to some of the best in- 
formed students of the county 
board reform movement, is like- 
ly to be a steady expansion of 
the role of the counties in local 
government. This will reflect not 
only some adjustment in the 


tricts and to demand an exten- 
sion of county services. 


In state politics, the court- 


house has long stood as a bul- 
wark of caution and conserva- 
tism in political policy That at- 
titude reflected the preservation 
of rural and small town control 
of county boards and county pol- 
icy-making in defiance of the re- 
distribution of the 
population 


during recent decades and the 
transformation of the urban resi- 
dents into a strong numerical 
majority of the whole. With the 
installation of the equal icpre- 
senlation punciple in the county 
boards, that rural viewpoint will 
represent a minority on many of

Ghana is nearly bankrupt as a 


result of overly ambitious in- 
dustrialization, mismanagement 
and corruption, plus a decline in 
the price of cocoa, which earns 
more than 60 per cent of its for- 
eign exchange. 


No new industry has come 


here in more than two years. 
The nation's currency is sharply 
discounted in money markets. 
Import controls, intricate barter 
deals, 
and profiteering 
have 


caused shortages of such basics 
as sugar, matches, shoes, flour, 
milk, medicine and automotive 
parts. 


Ghana would at first glance 


seem to offer little to interna- 
tional money men. Not so. 


"Financial vultures who are 


not bothered by ethics or inhi- 
bited by scruples are making 
fortunes here," said one diplo- 
mat

deals. Others are involved in 
development contracts. A recent 
visitor was a young salesman 
for a Swiss-based mutual fund 
company, on a month's vaca- 
tion.

ing mutual funds. I make more 
money in that one month than in 
the other 11 in South America," 
he said.

reading. 


Two months after her re- 


turn, Mary Ebben," sorting

says she did not find what she 
wanted to. The Mongolia that 
has jelled for her is the 
Mongolia of today. The one of 
yesterday has been buried or 
hidden under the newness of 
'The Peoples' 
Republic of 


Mongolia'. 


The communist state was 


opened to tourism in 1962. It 
is independent, not part of 
either Russia or China. Nei- 
ther is it called Outer Mongol- 
ia, says Miss Ebben, although 
even those making the tour 
called it so until 'put straight'. 


Since opened to tourists, 


only about 200 have visited 


the northern Asia state. As a 
travel 
agent, 
Miss 
Ebben 


believes that if a country is 
included in tours, she should 
know 
what it's like. 
Her 


opportunity came in August. 
She decided only three weeks 
before leaving to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity offer- 
ed by Mrs. Sonya Sokolow, a 
Russian-born U.S. citizen who 
works for Afton Tours in New 
York 
and 
who guaranteed 


visas. Mrs. Sokolow began in 
February to plan the tour, 
and completed arrangements 
in Moscow. A dozen travel 
agents contracted to go along. 
One 
couldn't take 
it 
and 


dropped out. 


The 19-day trip started at 11 


a.m. Aug. 26. The group left 
from New York and traveled 
halfway 
around the world, 


with stops in Copenhagen, 
Helsinki, ^Moscow 
for 
two 


days, Omsk in the USSR, 
Irkutsk in Siberia and then to 
Ulan Bator, capitol of Mon- 
golia. 


Miss Ebben says it's very 


expensive to visit Mongolia, 
even traveling 'with a party 


cost about $100 a day. The 
person who 'wants his mon- 
ey's worth' won't get it there, 
she says. For the same price 
one could have a deluxe suite 
on the USS United States or 
the Queen Mary, and probably 
not have to make one's own 
bed in the bargain.

Looked in Vain 


From the time the group 


arrived in Ulan Bator until 
departure, however, Miss Eb- 
ben viewed and struggled with 
the new Mongolia and search- 
ed in vain for the old. 


There are very few English 


speaking guides, and demand 
makes them very expensive. 
Guides are young communists 
and socialists who are very 
proud 
of what they 
have 


accomplished since they be- 
came 'The Peoples' Republic.' 
They 
are 
concerned 
with 


showing what they have done 
— they point out the schools, 
universities, new factories and 
new 
housing developments. 


They try to impress with their 
own generation's contribution 
to today's life. They look at 
the old with disdain, and Miss 
Ebben 
was never able to 


break the communication bar- 
rier to let them know it was 
the old she wished to see. 


The people of Mongolia have 


their own three Rs, and they 
are expert at them. They are 
riding, archery and wrestling. 


The men are among the 


best horsemen in the world, 
she says, and seeing them 
move across the vast land- 
scape is like a symphony..The 
group took a bus trip 35 miles 
north 
of 
the 
capitol 
one 


Sunday to see a cooperative 
dairy and a place where 1,000 
Mongolian horses had been 
assembled. The horses were 
magnificent, Miss Ebben says, 
as 
were 
the riders, who 


performed their lassoing art 
for their guests. 


Change Character 


It was here that Miss Ebben 


felt strongly the difference in 
Mongolians when they adopt 
western dress. 
One of their 


guides, in western garb, at- 
tempted four times to lasso a 
horse. The art was one he was 
proficient in, but he failed 
each time and was humiliat- 
ed. She felt that, had he been 
wearing Mongolian dress, he 
would not have.failed. Some- 
how, in dropping their Mon- 
golian authenticity, they be- 
come only " pale copies of 
themselves 
and poor imita- 


tions of westerners. 


The children are taught at 


the ages of three, four and 
five to ride, with their legs 
tied securely around the horse 
to prevent 
falls. 
The wild 


horses are broken by 16-year- 
olds. To see them ride against 
a vast unbroken skyline is a 
terrific sight. The horses have 
great 
stamina, 
as do the 


riders, who have been known 
to travel 1,000 miles in 10 
days, tho' not on the same 
horse. 


Mongolians are among the 


world's 
best 
archers 
and 


finest wrestlers. They begin to 
wrestle as young boys, and 
each year there is a national 
champion, 
determined 
by 


matches carried out in relays 
over a long period of time. 
The ultimate winner is called 
"The Lion' and she wanted to 
meet 'The Lion of '65', but 
gave up in frustration trying 
to make the guide understand.

One of the staple foods of 


the Mongolians is koumiss, a 
beverage of fermented mares' 
milk. It tastes, says 
Miss 


Ebben, like a combination of 
buttermilk, champagne and 
beer. It is the basic nourish- 
ment of the Mongolians out- 
side the capitol during the 
summer. 


A traveler who firmly be- 


lieves 
in 
appreciating 
the 


hospitality of her hosts, Miss 
Ebben was determined to eat 
at least some of whatever 
food was offered her. Koumiss 
is 
traditionally 
served 
in 


wooden bowls lined with sil- 
ver. She saw only one of these 
while in Mongolia, and it was 
offered her, along with goat 
cheese and roast lamb, on the 
trip to the cooperative dairy. 
To show her appreciation, she 
emptied the bowl. Her fellow 
travelers were having difficul- 
ty downing theirs and she 
turned to them for a pat on 
the back for her accomplish- 
ment. When she looked again, 
her bowl had been refilled. 
She learned that a guest must 
never have an empty bowl. If 
she had wanted no more, she 
should 
have 
left 
a 
small 


portion. 


Not Equipped 


One of the reasons it is so 


expensive to visit and travel 
in 
Mongolia 
is 
that 
the 


country is not equipped to 
provide for the comfort of 
visitors. When people travel 
anywhere out of Ulan Bator 
they must take with them all 
water, food, dishes, glassware 
and an entire staff to manage 
for them. 


For a three-day trip to the 


South Gobi, the group char- 
tered a plane and had a crew 
of seven. They lived in a 
compound of 'gers', which are 
little round houses built on 
frames with canvas and felt 
covers. There were eight gers 
for the party: four for the 
tourists, two for the staff, one 
for a kitchen and another for 
a dining room. There was also

another building with a 'flush' 
toilet. This ingenious structure 
had a tank at the lop, with a 
window behind it. Outside the 
window was a ladder, which - 
one of the staff would climb, 
open the window and fill the 
tank with water to create the 
'flush'. 


Tufted, Windy 


The Gobi is not sand, it is 


tufted. A cold wind blows and 
it is the wind that determines 
how one dresses. Miss Ebben 
wore flannel culottes and knee 
sox, usually rolled down but 
sometimes 
up for warmth. 


Here she rode a two-humped 
camel. It's the only place in 
the world they have such 
animals. Here, too, at the 
base of the Altai Mountains, 
they had a picnic of bread and 
wine, music rendered by a 
Mongolian 
troubadour 
and 


roasted goat — a delicacy and 
the height of hospitality. Be- 
fore it was served 
it was 


sliced open and 
the juice 


poured into glasses. Drunk 
steaming hot, it is delicious, 
Miss Ebben reports. 


There are only 60 or so 


families living in South Gobi. 
Half the country's population 


of about 500,000 lives in Ulan 
Bator, chiefly 
so that the 


children 
may 
be educated. 


The country is so underpopu- 
lated 
thai 
the government 


pays extra money to couples 
who keep their children. When 
twins are born, the govern- 
ment pays total living ex- 
penses for one. With triplets, 
it pays for all three. 


The children, she says, are 


adorable, with high red round 
cheeks and braids. They start 
school at age three and all 
schools are very crowded. 


Two Sides 


Evidence of the competition 


between Russia and China for 
the Mongolians' favor is told 
in that on one side of the 
capitol the Russians are build- 
ing apartments and, on the 
other, the Chinese. Into these 
will be moved the Mongolians 
who now live in outlying high- 
fenced hovels. 


Miss Ebben enjoyed Siberia 


where, she says, they had a 
wonderful guide. They stayed 
in Irkutsk, formerly a politi- 
cal convict colony but now a 
thriving and progressive city 
of 500,000. The people 
are 


very proud of their many 
industries, of their fur factor- 


ies, their wealth in timber and 
minerals. 


Like Wisconsin 


The terrain is much like 


Wisconsin's, she says, and the 
trees were beginning to turn 
in early September. There are 
pines, 
birches, 
ashes 
and 


maples and fresh brisk air. 
The hotel was good and they 
were served fresh fruits and 
vegetables. And ice cream. 
This in contrast to Mongolia, 
where 
the breakfast 
menu 


included 
cucumbers, 
cole 


slaw, 
peas, 
sardines, 
and 


occasionally 
fried 
salami. 


Dinner was the same except 
that soup, meat and potatoes 
were added. 


After the group left Mon- 


golia Ihey found in far east 
Russia that people were more 
comfortable and easy with 
them 
than they

closer to Moscow. There were 
pleasant hours of travel on a 
good train, then, at Nakhodka, 
the group boarded 
the SS 


Baikal for the trip to Yoko- 
hama. Then, by plane, back to 
the states and home.

Manitowoc and Fond du Lac, 
according to the UW college of 
agriculture researchers. 


The first method lists the 


population of Outagamie county 
on July 1, 1965, as 112,730, a five- 
year increase of 10.7 per cent. 
The ' second measures it at 
112,332, an increase of 10.4 per 
cent. The third figure is 115,878,

But the three methods agree 


that Outagamie, Winnebago and 
Brown, are included in the 
top quarter of most 
rapidly 


growing counties. 


The methods include an ap- 


proach that estimates popula- 
tion growth on the basis of age 
group size in accurately mea- 
sured federal 
censuses. The 


second method is a straight-line 
projection continued beyond the 
1950 and I960 census figures to 
estimated totals for 1964 and 
1965. The third approach incor- 
porates

of 


births, deaths, and automobile 
registrations in a count over the 
period covered. 


The 
third 
method, 
which 


produced the most generous 
estimate for the state as a 
whole, indicates the following 
changes for counties in the Fox 
Valley 
area:- Calumet, with 


22,681 persons, has an increase 
of 1.8 per cent; Outagamie, 
115,878, 13.8 per cent; Winne- 
bago, 115,794, 7.3 per cent, and 
Fond du Lac, 77,404, 3.1 per 
cent. 


A population increase of 1 per 


cent was indicated for Wau- 
shara county, with 13,630 per- 
sons; 3.7 per cent for Manito- 
woc county, with 78,002.

Are Skis Overpriced Today? 


With millions of American! 


skiers poised to greet the 1965- 
M season, that perennial ques- 


us:° Are skis 
tion is upon 
overpriced? 


Not to, says a ski magazine. 


Taking all manufacturing con- 
siderations into account, skis 
today "are very good and 
generally worth the price skiers 
pay for them." 


About 15 years ago, $50 would 


buy the best pair of skis on the 
market. Today, $100 is an 
average price for a good pair, 
and some of the most expensive 
skis may cost $200 or more. 


Also, there is « bigger selec- 


tion of skis available on the 
market this season, not only in 
price but in the make of skis 
wood, metal and fiberglass. 


Some Comments 


To assist those in the market 


for a new set of skis, here are 
some comments taken from an 
article covering new develop- 
ments and characteristics of the 
most popular types of skis: 


WOODEN SKIS: 
Generally 


the least expensive type of ski. 
Most improved over the past 15 
years. New laminations help 
prevent warping and breaking. 
To prevent warping in second 
year, skis now covered with 
plastic. Plastic edging in difer- 
ent c o l o r s adds decorative 
effect. 
Major 
improvement 


shown in bottom of wooden skis 
Polyethylene added to provide 
greater speed. 


METAL SKIS: General price 


range $80-$150. Uses sheets of 
the most expensive aluminum 
and special tempered. Metal- 
working tools cut, shear, form 
and machine the skis. Wooden 
cores then encased inside ski. 
Plastic sheets bonded to metal 
and to wood on the side. Whole 


ski eventually pressed in one 
unit, steel edges bonded to 
aluminum and to plastic. Hard- 
er alloys now used to prevent 
vibrations, but ski twists too 
much for slalom. This problem 
still being studied. 


FIBERGLASS SKIS: General- 


ly in the $100-plus price range. 
Stronger than steel or alumi- 
num in tensile strength. Light, 
capable of soaking up vibration. 
Very strong in tension but not in 
compression. More notch resist- 
ance than steel. When scraped 
or gouged, does not break. But 
cutting it leaves an effect "like 
cutting a sweater with scis- 
sors." Can't be repaired. 


In addition to the three major 


types of skis, two experimental 
skis are now attempting a 
breakthrough into the technique 
of mass production, according 
to the magazine. 


Solid Glass 


One is a solid glass model 


Unlike all other fiberglass mod- 
els which consist of variec 
layers, the glass model is of one- 
element construction. Price pre- 
sently is high.

Skis. Last year the shops

theft of ever more expensive ski 
equipment. 


Instead of just stepping out of 


your skis and poles, often worth 
several hundreds of dollars with 
bindings, drop one ski and pole 
and then drop the other set 20 
or 30 feet away. 


This will make theft more 


difficult and will eliminate the 
problem of poles taken through 
a mix-up. 


Ski hill managers say most of 


the cases of missing poles are 
due to mistaken identity when 
someone just takes a wrong but 
similar looking pair. 


Theft of skiis, on the other 


hand, has gotten to be big 
business, especially with skis 
priced in the $150-plus bracket. 
One owner reported more than 
300 pairs stolen in the area 
around his hill. Some of them 
were traced by serial number to 
hills on both coasts. 


Though epoxi skis have been 


on the market only a few years 
and opinions about them are not 
completely formed, skiers re- 
port they have more life and 
carve a turn better than other 
types. 


The cpoxi ski is said to have 


more longitudinal twist as it 
rides over a mogul or bump, 
and therefore keeps more edge 
on the hill. 


The price of these skis range 


from $70 to upwards of ?200. 
The more expensive are mostly 
Austrian, while the less expen- 
sive are Japanese makes. The 
middle priced epoxies are made 
in both countries. 


Another trend in skis is the 


Plastic Top 


increasing sales of Japanese 
types. Two shops reported that 
more than half the skis sold in 
the country are now made in 
Japan. 


The Japanese ski manufactur- 


ers concentrate on the lower 
priced skis. Their competition 
means that a beginning skier 
can 
now get more for his 


money, 
the 
shop 
managers 


maintain. 


For as little as $30, the 


beginner or intermediate skier 
can buy a ski with a plastic top, 
interlocking steel edges and 
plastic bases — a ski that would 
have cost at least $50 a few 
years back. 


So the major change in the 


ski market over the past few 
years is that more can be spent 
for luxury skis, and more can 
be gotten for the money in the 
middle and low price models. 


Boots. The shops are encour- 


aging skiers of all levels to try 
boots with top buckles. The 
buckled boots range in price 
from $50, without an inner boot, 
to more than $85 for a boot with 
buckles on the outer boot and 
speed lacings on the inner boot. 


To allay fears of skiers about 


the escalating expense of equip- 
ment, shop managers point out 
that beginners can still buy a 
good double boot with speed 
lacing for $35. 


The price of the boot goes up, 


one shop manager said, mainly 
with >a better fit in the heel. 
All the retailers maintain that 
whatever the price of the boot, 
more workmanship is going in- 
to them for the money. •;

for their women's political eman- 
cipation. 


"Let them be women, they 


have plenty to do as it is," is the 
typical reaction of the average 
Swiss burgher. 


Swiss 
arguments 
against 


women's vote are threefold: 


—Politics will split marriages 


if husband and wife vote for dif- 
ferent candidates. 


—Women will vole as the cler- 


gy tells them to. 


—Only left-wing women would 


bother to vote and pretty soon 
Switzerland 
would 
be 
sub- 


merged by communism. 


However, 
suffragettes 
and 


their backers have made some 
headway. In a 1959 referendum, 
three cantons 
(administrative 


areas) 
accorded 
women th'e 


right to vote, on local issues. . . 


Oddly enough, there is a fed- 


eration of Swiss women against 
female suffrage. It has vowed to 
defend 
Switzerland 
against 


women's vote — "this danger- 
ous foreign import." 


"The great majority of Swiss 


women see absolutely no viola- 
tion of human rights in'ilie facl 
that they have no right to vote,' 
said the federation in/, a. recen 
statements.

cause of Swiss democracy. 


"By obtaining voting rights,

cue — for it's always darkest before the dawn, 'tis said 
— the sun broke through for the Bays. Items: (1) The 
packers eked out a suspense-filled win over the Vik- 
ings. (2) The Chicago Bears' momentum steamrollered 
the Colts. (3) Nitschke signed his '65 pact, thus insuring 
his presence in '66. (4) The Packers won two coin flips 
to be sure that if a Dec. 26 playoff game is needed, it 
will be staged in Green Bay. If these "signs" can be in- 
terpreted as reasons for continued optimism leading in- 
to today's titantic battle in Baltimore, let's make the 
most of them. History adds a few .more encouraging tid- 
bits. The 1960 Packers staged a late-season comeback — 
not unlike the one they've now started — to clinch an 
unexpected division title — their first under Vince Lorn' 
bardi. And, Green Bay, in the last four seasons, has 
been more troublesome for the Colts than any other 
team in the league. The Packers, in fact, have won five 
of their last seven games — and the two losses were by 
extremely slim margins. The 21-20 defeat last year was 
traceable to kicking deficiencies and the 24-21 loss in '64 
came after a questionable late-game field goal try that 
was blocked by Baltimore and turned into the winning 
touchdown. 


It could be that the Packers have the type of game 


that befuddles the Colts, just as the Rams always seem 
to give Green Bay trouble. Over-all Lombardi-coached 
teams hold a 7-6 edge over the Colts. Lest 
anyone gets the idea that this corner con- 
siders today's game a snap, let's blow a 
fast whistle. For a visiting team to win in 
Baltimore's Memorial Stadium is always a 
king-sized achievement and for it to hap- 
pen two weeks in a row (remember, the 
Bears did it last Sunday) is almost un- 
heard of. The Baltimore attack is one of 
the most dangerous anywhere — with or 
Cuozzo 


without Johnny Unitas. And the Baltimore defense 
ranks among the league's best. Add to this, the prob- 
able "Let's win this one for Johnny" sentiment on the 
Colt team — and you have trouble with a capital "T." 
From a strictly physical standpoint, one must admit that 
the Colts should (repeat, should) be weaker than they 
would with the great Unitas at the helm. But, don't 
ever try to tell the Minnesota Vikings that Gary Cuozzo 
is a soft touch. Actually, the Packers beat the Umtas-led 
Colts this season — they're the only team to down Balti- 
more in '65 with Unitas on full-time duty. How was the 
Bear defense able to blank the Colts last Sunday? For 
one thing, the Bears made Baltimore's offense cough 
up the ball six times — on fumbles and interceptions. 
For another, the Chicagoans covered Baltimore's favori- 
te double-wing formation so well that the Colts had to 
return Lenny Moore to a running-back spot, where some 
observers feel he is not so dangerous. The Packers may 
be in a position to benefit from this strategy. Gripes 
about the team's sputtering offense have faded into the 
background this week as all of Packerland is uniting 
behind the Bays and the supreme effort they can be 
counted on to make.

Just a couple of months ago a sportsman's club at Crivitz in 


Marinette County openly criticized the Conservation Department 
for issuing party permits for deer hunting in that area. 


One of the major issues brought up was the contention that 


Marinette County was not sufficiently recovered from the any- 
deer season of a few years back. The group also argued that 
the few deer the area has should be left alone, particularly the 
doe, so there are some around in the summer for tourists to see. 


Now, with most of the 1965 registrations tabulated, figures 


•how that Marinette County will probably top the state in the 
number of bucks taken this past season. In addition, there was 
• good take of party-permit deer, making the northeastern area, 
particularly management area No. 43, one of the most produc- 
tive in the state this past season. 


A check in the 12-county northeastern area about mid-week 


showed that a total of 3,011 bucks had been registered from 
Marinette County. This is well above the next closest county. 
Oneida. which had 2,643 registrations while popular Vilas County 
had 1.913. Forest County checked in with 1,398, Oconto had 
1,362 and Shawano had 1,318. 


No matter how you slice it, the figures are there to show 


that the Marinette County deer herd was in very good shape 
this fall. 


It is another case in point where a local conservation club 


would be wise to listen (at least once in a while) to what gam 
experts have to recommend and not be swayed by the out-loud 
thinking of a few people. 


The "doe killers stay out" signs which were distributed ii 


Crivitz in November did nothing toward creating a better imag' 
for the community.

You'd like to 
capture the scene and your

Ideal for such 
spontaneous outdoor painting 
is pastel, 
a 
dry painting 


medium that is easy to work 
with. 


Pastel is a natural choice 


for amateur artists trying to 
duplicate the magical colors 
of outdoors. The entire spec- 
trum of color is conveniently 
ready for instant use. Unlike 
the 
other 
painting 
media, 


pastels needn't be inter-mix- 
ed. Sets of pastel 
contain 


color in their pure tones and 
in shades (black added) and 
in tints (white added) of those 
colors. 


Pastels were in use as far 


back as the 15th century in 
Italy, the birthplace of many 
immortal artists. The medium 
came to full flower in the 19th 
century when it was exploited 
by such masters as Degas, 
Manet, 
Toulouse-La u t r e c, 


Whistler and Cassatt. 


But you don't have to be in 


their league to capture suc- 
cessfully a memorable scene. 
The landscape you choose to 
reproduce may be a beautiful 
spot seen on a weekend trip or 
even your backyard garden. 


First Step 


The first step is to acquire 


the equipment. This includes 
the pastels, paper, a board on 
which to mount the paper, a 
stool, some rags, a kneaded 
eraser, a single-edge 
razor 


blade and a portable easel. 


Before you start work, I 


suggest 
you 
remove 
each 


pastel from the box and with 
ball point pen mark its color 
number in the 'tr,ay in exact 
order. This will prevent the 
shades from becoming mixed 
up while in use. 


Make sure you choose a set 


with a full selection of soft 
pastels. Important also is a 
set of 'golden palette hand 
pastels', valuable for drawing 
because they can be used like 
a pencil and sharpened with a 
razor blade. A- pastel paper 
that is too smooth will give 
blended effects. I recommend 
pastel paper 
which „ has 
a 


strong, 
heavy 
"tooth." 
It 


allows you to work in a more 
artistic fashion because the 
pastel adheres easily to the 
paper. 


Attach the paper 
to the 


board with thumb tacks on 
top of a padding of five or six 
sheets—pastel goes on better 
on a soft surface. The board 
should be placed straight up 
and down on the easel. Tilt it 
forward just a bit so pastel 
dust will fall off the picture. 


Ready to Start 


Now you are ready to start. 


Break off about an inch of 
pastel at a time to work with. 
Apply with side, not the tip, 
and push heavily. Try to 
cover the paper's texture. If it 
disappears, 
then 
you 
are 


pressing hard enough. 


Compose 
the 
scene 
you 


want through a homemade 
rectangular cardboard viewer. 
Begin drawing large shapes — 
very freely — with the side of 
a piece of hard pastel a little 
darker than your paper. Re- 
draw again and again with 
darker 
pastels 
each 
time, 


getting more accurate as you 
go. Work from dark to light, 
squinting your eyes • to block 
out details and help you find 
the large, dark masses. 


Then paint the sky — it acts 


as the background 
against 


which to judge all colors. With 
every stroke, ask "Is this 
darker, the same or lighter 
than the sky?"

Artist recede and sharp edges come 


forward. Sharp effects, such 
as 
highlights, 
come 
from 


working with the sharp edge 
of the pastel. Objects in the 
distance fade into the atmo- 
sphere so mix sky color into

Whenever you are unsure of 


what to do next, redraw with 
hard pastel to get angles and 
direction of lines. Work in 
details of the picture at the 
end.

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Historically Speaking 


Games, Amusements 


Were Vital Part 


Of Indian Culture

Colorful tribal dances always have been associated 


with American Indians but few people realize that a* 
infinite variety of games and amusements also were 
an important part of their culture. Most of them 
have their modern counterparts, and 
were popular among all tribes In varia- 
tion. 


Remember the delightful children's 


-game of Cat's Cradle, the dexterous 
twining of string around the fingers by 
two players to create different forms 
with each turn? Or the game of quoits, 
pick-up sticks, the spinning of tops? 
Even games of chance using dice are 
jn»ckeiy 


indigenous to the Indian, including the 
"famous "shell game." Only the Indian always played 
it honestly, according to all reports. 


As a matter of of fact, the city of LaCrosse In 


western Wisconsin got its name by way of the French 
language from one of the most popular of Indian 
games. The sporting ball and racket game used to be 
played at spring festival time on the site of present 
day LaCrosse. The game was so widespread that th« 
French in Canada named it "jeu de crosse" or gam* 
of the crooked or hooked stick. 


Historian-editor Lyman C. Draper stated in the 


first volume of the Wisconsin Historical Collection 
that "When the French- first visited the country, 
neighboring tribes were in the habit every summer of 
meeting on the Prairie (Prairie LaCrosse) for their 
annual ball play. At these games each tribe took a 
side and often staked all they had at their command." 


Paquette's Story 


Moses Paquette, government interpreter for the 


Wisconsin Winnebago people and son of old fur trad- 
er Pierre Paquette, in his narrative of the Winnebago 
told to and written by historian Reuben Gold 
Thwaites, had this to say about the game of lacrosse: 


"The vigorous game of lacrosse — now-a-days 


familiar to patrons of state and county fairs of this 
section at which professional bands of Chippewas 
exhibit their skill — was in earlier days much played 
by the Winnebagoes. It was usually played at La 
Crosse — Prairie La Crosse deriving its name from 
this fact — during the general rendezvous after the 
winter's hunt. 


"The Winnebagoes, having always clung to the 


water-courses and heavy timber during their winter's 
trapping and hunting, would float down the rivers to 
La Crosse and there have their feasts and lacrosse 
games, meet the traders, and indulge in a big spree. 
Occasionally they played lacrosse in their villages but 
this was not common. It was considered to be more 
of a spring festival game." 


He added another remark that occurs frequently 


in reports about various Indian games — the Indian's 
enjoyment of gambling. "It it needless to add,"

Paquette said, "that these games were always for 
heavy stakes In goods; you will seldom get an Indian 
to pl*y 'for fun'." 


Rough Ball Game 


Lacrosse had no rules and so became very rough, 


since the object was to win at any cost and collect 
the wagers. The game was played -with a netted 
racket and a staffed buckskin hall. In the south, 
a similar game was played with two rackets. 


Jonathan Carver tells of watching the Chippewas 


playing lacrosse during his 1766 journey through this 
part of New France or Ouisconsin. "They amuse 
themselves at several sorts of-games but the principal 
and most esteemed among them is that of the ball 
play. . ." 
This description of the game told how two poles 


were placed in the ground about 600 yards apart, one 
belonging to each team. The ball was then thrown 
high into the air near the center, in a direct line be- 
tween the goals. Each team tried to strike or drive 
the buckskin ball toward -the proper goal. When it 
was reached, the successful team scored. 


"They are so exceedingly dexterous in this manly 


exercise," he wrote, "that the ball is usually kept fly- 
ing in different directions by the force of the rackets, 
without touching the ground during the whole con- 
tention; for they are not allowed to touch it (the ball) 
with their hands." 


Shooting the Dice - 


Both gambling and guessing games were beloved 


by the Indians, according to Wisconsin State Histor- 
ical Society research. Dice games often were played 
in complete silence because gambling was a serious 
as well as an amusing business. On occasion, however, 
incantations were sung or cried out, believed to curry 
favor with the particular divinity presiding over the

Cover Story 
Fond du Lac Club Entering 21st 
year as Golden Gloves Affiliate

FOND DU LAC — The crack of leather hitting 


flesh, the jubilation and agony of athletic success and 
failure, the squeak of soft-leather shoes on canvas 
— these are factors which make up the world of 
boxing. 


Although boxing as a professional sport appears 


to be on the wane nationally, amateur boxing, at least 
in this city, has become a tradition and is a cause for 
much anxiety during the month of February. 


Promoted through the YMCA, the Fond du Lac 


YMCA Boxing Club each year sponsors a Golden 
Gloves tournament for a 21-county area. Since Octo- 
ber, when Kenosha decided not to promote the tour- 
nament because of dwindling interest, Fond du Lac 
has been the state's lone Golden Gloves sponsor. 


Lack of interest has not been a problem in Fond 


du Lac, and from all indications enthusiasm will con- 
tinue. Since its beginning in 1936, the club has con- 
tributed some 830,000 to the YMCA as a result of 
boxing exhibitions and other events. 


The Fond du Lac Club became associated with 


Golden Gloves in 1941, and this year will be entering 
its 21st year as a Golden Gloves affiliate. 


In the past, fighters from the Fond du Lac tour- 


ney, first went to the finals in Green Bay, then to 
state finals in Kenosha. Winners from the state finals 
went on to the national tournaments, from which 
'national Golden Gloves champions were determined. 


With Fond du Lac standing alone as a Golden 


Gloves sponsor, winners from the local bouts could 
now be considered state champions. 


Boxing has become a tradition in Fond du Lac's 


athletic life under the guidance of such men as C. A. 
Tuttle, Wally Konz, Nate Cohen, Oscar Zimmer, Jim 
Harbridge and Alfred Jaeger, all of whom are char- 
ter members of the boxing club. 


Each year Fond du Lac fight fans jam the stands 


at Armory E to watch the elimination bouts, semi- 
finals and, on the third night of competition, the 
championship bouts. 


Chosen for the district matches in 1948, Fond du 


Lac was host to fighters from some 21 counties, in- 
cluding Sheboygan, Manitowoc, Outagamie, Calumet, 
Kewaunee, Door, Waupaca, Oconto, Shawano, Wood, 
Brown, Waushara, Dodge, Washington, Ozaukee and 
Fond du Lac. 


Teams from Fond du Lac arid Neopit dominated 


the championships in the Fond du Lac area. 


Since then, when the exception of the war years, 


matches have been held annually, with the boxing 
card reaching well over 100 fighters from the district. 


When the University of Wisconsin banned boxing 


as a varsity sport as a result of the death of Charles 
Mohr, members of the team started to enter the Fond 
du Lac competition. This bolstered the already top 
quality of the boxers coming from the area. Such 
names as Jerry Turner, former NCAA champion, and 
others began to enter Jhe Golden Gloves competition 
when they were unable to compete on an intercol- 
legiate varsity level.

The boxing is divided into two divisions, novice 


(under-four fights in sanctioned competition), and 
open, (more than four fights). Classes are divided 
by weights — 112, 118, 126, 135, 147, 160, 175 pounds 
and heavyweight. 


In addition to the Golden Gloves matches, the club also sponsors boxing 


shows during the year. This year for instance. Fond du Lac boxers and repre- 
sentatives of Milwaukee and Plymouth clubs met in a 10-round boxing card 
Dec. 4. 


The proceeds from the golden gloves as well as the boxing shows put on by 


the club go to the YMCA for memberships for underprivileged children. 


According to Sam Bekeris and Oscar Nimmer, officials of the club, the reason 


for the long life of the organization is good management of funds. 


"It has to be run like a business," Nimmer said. "If we would go all out and 


pay the boxers' way to the national meets the money which was originally ear- 
marked for the memberships would be cut down to a minimum, therefore 
defeating our purpose."

After witnessing the 10-bout card Saturday night one might observe that 


the club has done a good job in training the youth in the skill of boxing. This 
writer was pleasantly surprised with the proficiency of the fighters not just 
in presenting a slugfest, but in the art of boxing—blocking punches and lining 
up their opponents for a good punch. 


The matches are operated like professional boUts; each fighter is checked 


out with a complete physical before being allowed to. step into the ring.

Songs of 'Positive Protest'

OSHKOSH — "Let's say I love people, you know." 
That's how 22-year-old Kenneth Peterson explains 


his enthusiasm for writing and performing the songs 
of "positive protest" for which he has become known 
on the Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh campus. 


Peterson, the son of Mr. and Mrs. K. D. Peterson, 


116 Fourth St., Neenah, sings primarily as a hobby. 
But his studies at WSU-0, where he is a senior major- 
ing in psychology, have led him to attempt to fill his 
original lyrics with the "big ideas" to which he has 
been exposed at college. 


A 1962 graduate of Neenah High School, Peterson 


says he has had no formal musical training, and 
"just picked up" his skill as a guitarist. He was 
given his first major exposure to an audience at the 
WSU-0 U.N. Day program, and since then has filled 
a number of singing dates. 


"One day I picked up a baritone ukelele and 


started horsing around with it," he- recalled. "It 


' seemed to come very easy. Another fellow started 


playing with me, and I wrote a song, a commentary 
on what was going on in the world at the time. . . I 
continued, on current topics, broadened into observa- 
.tions of human nature — I suppose because I'm in- 
terested in psychology." 


Among the topics of Peterson's songs are alimony, 


the court system, the atomic bomb, the isolationism 
of small towns, racial tolerance, Biblical verses, 
Christmas, pills and the Presidency. 


Although "none of his songs has yet been publish- 


ed, the composer plans to have "five or six of them" 
copyrighted soon. He has written 26 songs to date. 


"I'm really not interested in earning money off 


my music — it's not my idea. It's to present ideas 
and let people kick them around in their minds — 
at least to let people see the other side of the story." 


His earlier songs consisted primarily of a stream 


of protest. Now, however, his views are changing 
"from dire pessimism to a limited optimism. . . I 
don't feel I'm representative of youth itself. A minor- 
ity protests . . . but it's a vociferous minority. I'm 
amazed at the number of youth who are concerned." 


Peterson is convinced that one of his verses repre- 


sents the attitude and experience of most of today's 
youth: 


1 don't know the truth, 


I can't tell a lie, 


1 don't know my name, 


And I can't tell you why. 


"Today's youth are this way," he said. "Today's 


youth don't know their identity. Viet Nam is hitting 
home." 


^Peterson writes rapidly, often completing a song 


within three minutes' time. Nothing is planned, he 
says — "it just comes out. It seems to me I have to 
be somewhat anxious before I create. All of a sudden 
a certain tune and certain versification comes into 
my mind. I remember it. If it seems good, I write 
it down." 


At one time, he says, his attitude was "just criti- 


cal," but now he attempts to be "constructively 
critical." 


"You can't be too subtle," he explained, "because 


Flippers Pal Wet but Happy

NEW YORK (AP) — Stardom, when it comes to an 


actor, means that his name is in lights on a marquee, 
in big letters.on a bilboard or occupies the television 
screen alone. 


Where film-making is involved, it also results in a 


bit of a stir on appearances around Hollywood. And 
in discreet, modest interviews praising the talent and 
camaraderie of the rest of the show's team. 


Consider then the plight of a tall, good-looking 


actor named Brian Kelly who has star status, sure 
enough, on an NBC hit series. But the undeniable, 
real star of the show is a dolphin named Suzy, who 
plays the title role, and a group of five other hard- 
nosed mammals who help out with stunts and as 
stand-ins, or swim-ins. 


Add to that the fact that the series, "Flipper" — 


the dolphin's name in the show — is filmed entirely 
in studios, locations — and under the waters — of 
Florida and the Bahamas, far from the normal haunts 
of show business people. 


Kelly, who plays a widowed Ranger and father of 


two boys, spends about eight months of the year in 
the Southeast working on the show. lie maintains an 
apartment in Miamf'— but home is still in North 
Hollywood. 


The average actor, in his second season co-starring 


in a sucessful series, begins to grouse about the long 
hours and hard work. Kelly's main complaint is at 
least unusual: "Why do I always have to work in a 
rubber diving suit when its boiling hot in July or 
August, but it's always just swim trunks in the early 
morning in January when the water is icy?" 


Suzy, the prima dolphin, is a pretty good actor, 


Kelly admits, but occasionally makes things difficult 
when the director wants her to perform but she 
wants to play. 


"All those dolphins are creatures of the deep, but 


they have a real feeling for human beings," he said. 
"1 think Suzy recognizes me — but anyway, when she 
decides she wants to play, and I'm in the water, I play. 
One flip of that tail could break your arm — they are 
very strong. And. of course, they tackle sharks by 


butting them with those tough noses. If they ever 
turned on a man they could kill him —but they are 
really friendly, and easy to get along with." 


Kelly, a native of Detroit, is the son of a former 


Michigan governor. After Notre Dame and the Marine 
Corps he was interested in studying law, but show 
business seemed more attractive and he went to 
Hollywood. 


His wife is actress Laura Devon, whose acting as- 


signments this season have kept her from spending 
as much time as usual with her husband in Florida. 


"The series isn't exactly the one an actor would 


pick, but I'm certainly not complaining," Kelly' 
summed up. "It has made my face recognizable to the 
public, it has established my name — and I've a 
steady job."

Indian Dice Frequently Fashioned 
Of Wooden Staves, Woodchuck Teeth

game. Carver, in describing the Wisconsin Chippewas 
at play, said the Indians "appeared to be greatly 
agitated and at every decisive throw, set up a hideous 
shout." 


In the manner of more modern gambling dice 


games with their colorful jargon, the Indian appar- 
ently did it first. Carver noted, "They made a thou- 
sand contortions, addressing themselves at the same 
time to the bones, and loading with imprecations the 
evil spirits that assist their antagonists.". 


Even the phrases "losing one's shirt" and "bones" 


for dice may have Indian origin. Carver, in his 18th 
Century Journal stated tha't "at this game, some will 
lose their apparel, all the movables of their cabin, 
and sometimes even their liberty notwithstanding 
there are no people in the universe more jealous of 
that than the Indian." 


Games of dice were as variable as the dice them- 


selves. These frequently were made of bone but 
often were fashioned of split canes, wooden staves, 
beaver and woodchuck teeth, walnut shells, peach or 
plum stones, grain and corn, shell, brass, and pottery 
discs. 


One of the most popular forms of dice played in 


Wisconsin was called "bowl and dice." Played with 
about seven dice, little flat stones black on one side 
and white on the other, the Indian threw the stones 
high and then caught them in the bowl. The score 
depended on the largest number .of one color caught 
in the bowl. 


Winnebago Favorite 


Paquette described the Moccasin game, a Winne- 


bago favorite. It somewhat resembles three-card 
monte, he said, but making clear that he did not 
believe "there was any cheating about it." This re- 
mark, remember, was made in the last century, 1877. 


"The players squatted on the ground in two 


groups, facing each other," Paquette explained. Any 
number could play on one side — one or a dozen, 
he said, and the sides did not have to be equal. 


"On the ground, between the two groups," four 


moccasins are placed in a row," he continued. "The 
leader of the side that has the 'deal,' so to speak, 
takes a small bead in his right hand and deftly slides 
the hand under each moccasin in turn, pretending to 
leave the bead under each one. The leader of the 
opposite side, watching him closely, is to guess which 
moccasin covers the bead. The opponent takes a slen- 


der stick and lifts up and throws off the three mocca- 
sins under which he thinks nothing has been left. 


"Should the bead be discovered under one 'of the 


three, then he loses four points for his side; should 
he be correct in his guess . . . he gains four for his 
side. Ten small twigs or chips are conveniently at 
hand and, as each side wins at the play, the leader 
takes four from the pile. When the ten are all taken 
by either or both sides, the game is ended, the side 
having the most sticks being the winner. Usually 
five such games are played, the side getting the 
greater number taking the stakes which are com- 
monly goods — although once in a while they gamble 
for money." 


It is interesting to note that four moccasins were 


placed in a row. This was ancient Indian custom, 
the mystic number in Indian gambling is four and 
runs throughout all Indian games and scoring. The 
gods of chance or play in Indian mythology were the 
twin offpring of the Sun and as identical mischief- 
makers they usually were involved with another pair 
of personages in 'their exploits. Thus, the legend 
became the mystic number four in games of chance. 


Hand Game 


A guessing game played only by gesture was one 


of the most popular and widespread among all Amer- 
ican tribes. Called the "hand game," it was observed 
among 81 tribes belonging to many different language 
divisions. The moccasin game described by inter- 
preter Paquette has been called a variation of this 
hand game. No conversing is necessary with either 
and the universal use of sign language could account 
for its commonality. 


Players held a pair of bones. One was plain, the 


other marked. The object of the game-was to guess 
which hand held the marked bone. 


Opponents sat in pairs, seated on the ground fac- 


ing each other. The side holding the bones swayed 
their hands and bodies as they sang. The guesser 
studied his opponent for a while, then swiftly extend- 
ed arm or hand to indicate his choice. 


Snow Snake was another popular game among the 


Menominee and Chippewa of Wisconsin, although it 
was played by all northern tribes living in ice and 
snow country. In playing this game of dexterity, the 
two Wisconsin tribes used a hardwood stick they 
called "shosehman" or slipping stick. It was five to 
six feet long and about one inch thick. The head was 
bub-shaped, cut to resemble a snake with eyes and a 
cross-slit for a mouth. Holding the "tail" end between 
his fingers, the player skidded the "snake" across

the snow. The one who skidded his "snake" farthest 
was the winner of the most points. 


Youngsters particularly enjoyed the game of Snow 


Snafce. developing their skill at skimming the javelin- 
like stick across the frozen ground or lake surface. 


It is believed that Indian children enjoyed the 


spinning of tops long before the white man came to 
his country. Early white visitors discovered that one 
of the common winter amusements of the Indian child 
was to spin tops he had fashioned from materials at 
hand — wood or animal horn, even stone or clay. 


"The Indian boys manage to make tops out of 


acorns and nuts as cleverly as our boys do," traveler 
J. G. Kohl wrote after an 1860 visit to the Apostle 
Islands. "They also collect the oval stones which are 
found on the banks of the rivers and lakes and use 
them on the ice in winter. Barefooted and active, 
they run over the ice and drive the stones against 
each other with whips and sticks. The stone that 
upsets the other is the victor."

During his two years with the state, Falk continued 
the after-hours pastime of acting acquired while a 
graduate at Syracuse.

Eventually Falk resigned his job to pursue acting

"Curiously enough." Falk recalls, "I never decided

done if I had started eight years earlier." 


Falk's debut as a paid actor was as the bartender 


in an off-Broadway production in New York of "The 
Iceman Cometh." He subsequently appeared with Siob- 
han McKenna in "Saint Joan," with Julie Harris in 
"The Lark," and played key roles in a number of 
other plays. 


Since he attracted national attention in the film, 


"Murder, Inc.," which won him an Oscar nomination 
for his portrayal of gangster Abe Reles, Falk has 
gone on to such movies as "Pocketful of Miracles" 
(his second Oscar nomination), "Robin and the Seven 
Hoods," "It's a Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World" and the 
current "Great Race."

Comedienne Nancy Walker Turns 
Director, Stages Comedy Script

NEW YORK (AP)—Nancy Walker was wearing 


work gear—jeans, bulky pullover, ex-white sneakers 
—and the unswerving look of-a housewife on Mon- 
day morning. 


"When the curtain goes up opening night, I know 


I'll faint," she said, but you knew that was about as 
likely as Liz Taylor playing Lady Macbeth. 


Over at a littered table on the edge of the re- 


hearsal hall she consulted the script through big, 
black-rimmed glasses. Then she waved over one of 
the cast, whispered in his ear. 'A moment later, she 
went into a "like this" bit for some of the other 
performers. 


Miss Walker, sometimes cheered as one of the 


show world's funniest comediennes, was well into 
another drill of the play that marks her metamor- 
phosis into Nancy Walker, Broadway director. 


Satiric Farce 


The debut venture is "UBTU," a satiric farce 


due at the Helen Hayes Theater on Jan. 4. Imme- 
diately after that she tackles a trio of short plays 
by novelist Paul Bellow for off-Broadway exhibit. 


As fans of the stocky little star are well aware, 


she's been itching for such a chance for several 
years—mostly "in the hope that employment would 
thereby increase. 


"I didn't swear off acting, I just got bored to 


death," declares Miss Walker, who last performed on 
Broadway in 1961's "Do-Re-Mi." That was just 20 


years after she first set the public cheering as a lass 
of 19 in "Best Foot Forward." 


"Everything that's offered is just repetition of 


what I've done before, and I'm getting too old to 
sit around waiting for the part to come along." 


A couple of times in recent seasons she almost got 


started as a director, but the projects were shelved. 


After a bit of off-the-record emergency staging 


for one enterprise, she publicly tested her ability 
last spring in a workshop production of two of the 
Bellow scripts. 


Dropping in at one of the invitation-only perform- 


ances was Jack Kirkwood, an actor turned novelist. 


"He was an old friend and after the perform- 
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ance he said he'd just written a play that he'd like 
me to read. So I did and I flipped. It's wild—that's 
why I wanted to direct it." 


The fanciful notion of the comedy concerns a 


secret organization whose members go about the 
world cheerily eliminating all ill-humored folk. The 
title condenses the outfit's slogan that it is "Un- 
healthy To Be Unpleasant." 


The cast includes an impressive assortment of 


talents including Tony Randall, Thelma Ritter, Alan 
Webb and Margaret Hamilton. Such performers, says 
Miss Walker, are for her. She has no desire to guide 
beginners. 


Can't Teach 


"In this kind of work, I can't teach," she ex- 


plains. "If I had to stop and unravel my jargon, I'd 
be in trouble. I'd hate to run a school. If you have 
intelligent people, they can be close to the charac- 
ters you want when they first come in. You just help 
them to shape and put together." 


Unlike some of her peers who believe in aweing 


the cast, Miss Walker goes about her chores with- 
out fireworks. 


"I'm not a screamer, I'll tell you that," she says. 


"I've never worked with anyone who went in for 
tantrums. If anyone around here tried 'that, I'd 
just giggle." 


A great improviser during the career that began 


on a vaudeville stage at age 3, Miss Walker is anti-ad 
lib as a director. 


"I can still remember that in the Bellow plays 


when I got the first laugh that I had set in a spot, I 
could feel my whole body unwinding." 


Now that she is busy with multiple chores, Miss 


Walker is naturally looking forward to getting away 
for a rest. She professes growing disenchantment 
with New York and all urban centers, yearns for the 
serenity of her hilltop nest on a Caribbean island. 


"I think people all over are getting cooler and 


cooler in their relations," she protests. "I want to 
get home and take caie of my flowers. They don't 
hit you, or yell at you, they just look pretty."

Four generations of Lockwood men are depicted. 


Old Moses, of the Civil War era, was talked about 
because he had killed two men — in self-defense, it 
was ruled. Then there was Abraham, who piled up 
the money and created the desire for a baronial coun- 
try seat in the mind of his son George. 


Mostly this is the story of George, an investment 


banker who becomes a local millionaire and is almost 
respectable, not quite gentleman, not quite a first-rate 
scoundrel. He-has attended the right schools, has 
schemed properly in marriage, calculatingly has ar- 
ranged for mistresses, and has dominated his family. 
George is an unmitigated heel. 


There is disaster, well earned, for the Lockwood 


dynasty. George has driven his son Bing from home; 
his daughter Ernestine has become an expatriate 
tramp. Finally it dawns on George that the mansion 
he has built in Swedish Haven will never descend 
to another dynasty-builder; that he has been, after 
all, a small snob in a little pool. 


O'Hara's portrait of George Lockwood is a devas- 


tating picture of small cunning, small greed, small 
ambition. He shows you that George is a despicable 
character; but he has the narrator's skill to show you 
that George is"to be pitied for his human blindness. 


There is a depth in this family tragedy, a story of 


flawed humanity in a false world of status, money 
and opportunism. Under the surface of O'Hara's 
skilled narrative there lies a social commentary of 
biting impact.

Care Determines Whether Your 
Cactus Will Bloom This Year

This time of year growers of Christmas Cactus 


(Schlumbergera bridges!!; are looking hopefully at 
their plants, anticipating the appearance ot tiny pink 
buds along the edges o£ the flat, joined, leaflike parts 
that will signal flowers are on the way. There are 
other varieties of schlumbergeras, some of which 
normally bloom in March or April, which are prop- 
erly referred to as Easter Cactus; however, don't look 
for these to bloom at Christmastime. And zygocac- 
tus, a closely related species which may usually (but 
not always) be distinguished from schlumbergeras by 
the sharply-toothed joint edges instead of rounded 
ones, will have already put on their show at Thanks- 
giving. If you do, indeed, have the true Christmas 
Cactus, evidence of blossoms-to-be should now be 
apparent. 


Whether your plant will flower or not this year 


is determined by the caie it has had since this tune 
last year. First, remember that this is an epiphyte, and 
must have its roots in very loose, humusy soil that 
will hold ample moisture yet drain excess water freely 
and quickly. Keep the plant reasonably cool, and pro- 
tect it from hot, direct sunlight. Spray the top growth 
often with water -to encourage new growth, and keep 
the soil very moist except during the critical fall 
period when buds are forming. Feed lightly once a 
month when the plant is making vigorous growth, but, 
again, omit feedings during the fall rest. 


The rest period for Christmas Cactus is of ut- 


most importance. Lack of it is the prime cause of 
failure to bloom. Remember the number eight, and 
it will help you flower your plant next year, if this 
year it disappoints you. At the end of the eighth 
month, or shortly afterwards, make sure that your 
Christmas Cactus receives no more than eight hours 
of light each day. Don't expose it to irregular periods 
of artificial lighting. Reduce the watering slightly. 
and omit all feeding for a period of eight weeks, at 
which time the plant should have set buds, and nor- 
mal watering may be resumed. 


If you want visitors to see your Christmas Cactus 


in full bloom, take them to where it is growing. Don't 
shift the plant from its usual spot in a warm, dry 
living room, or you will risk having the buds blast 
instea'd of developing into exotic bloom. Either accli- 
mate your plant to the living room environment prior 
to its fall rest, or leave it where it set its buds. This 
plant thoroughly resents "any change during its flow- 
ering period.

milled sphagnum moss, and feed it with a prepared 
liquid fertilizer every 10 days or two weeks.

A: Growing any plant according to the directions 


you have quoted is a form of "hydroponic gardening, 
and there is nothing wrong with it. However, it is 
not the only way to grow a lemon, or any other-plant, 
and It would never be my recommendation for any 
but a very experienced- grower. 


Q. I'm going to be given a poinsettia next ibeek, 


and I don't know anything about them. Someone 
told me that you have a booklet that tells all about 
them, and how to make them bloom another year. 
Way I have a copy, please? 


A: The Poinsettia booklet has been very popular 


with our readers because the advice in it does 
enable even a beginner to keep a plant from one 
year to the next.

We used' to gather 
it from old maple trees in Oregon, roll the sheets of 
it up, and store it to be used as needed .for lining- 
hanging baskets. 


A: I stUl say that sphagnum moss doesn't grow 


on trees. It is a bog-moss which may grow over a 
foot high; and it doesn't form sheets because it is 
composed of long, individual strands.

Renowned Judge, 


Mrs. Riggs Has 
Helpful Advice 


BY BUD LARIMER 


Mrs. Augustus Riggs IV needs no introduction to 


the dog fancier. She is a renowned and popular judge 
of all terrier breeds and many others, including 
breeds in the working, hound and sporting groups. 
She is also a breeder and exhibitor of note, has made 
many champions of her own breeding in dogs and 
two Stake winners in race horses. The following 
remarks are taken from a talk given by Mrs. Riggs, 
as a guest speaker, at the Professional Handler Asso- 
ciation's Educational Forum, held Aug. 2-4 this year, 
at Downington, Pa., and presented here by permis- 
sion of the author: 


"There are abuses in trimming which have existed 


for many years, and they are getting worse.. Wrong 
ways of trimming make it very difficult for a judge. 
It is hard to penalize a good dog for something that 
isn't his fault. On the other hand, if one puts up a 
dog, other judges will follow suit and before long a 
wrong way of trimming is accepted. 


"Furnishings should outline the structure of most 


dogs, not obscure it. In some breeds, such as Skye 
terriers, Maltese and Pekingese, for example, this is 
not true. 


"There is also abuse in the present day excessive 


use of clippers, so that a great many breeds show 
incorrect bare areas. The skin should not be visible. 
There are exceptions, of course — Poodles and Dan- 
die Dinmonts for example; and in Dandies, the skin 
should be visible only on the top of the muzzle. 


"The Setters have too much hair taken off under 


their throats, and from their ears and the end of their 
tails. Their throats are shaved so that abruptly, there 
is a prominent frill. If sufficient coat was left on the 
throat, and gradually tapered into a frill, there would 
be a. proper and much more attractive outline. This 
applies also to Cockers and Spaniels. 


"The tails of Setters are frequently trimmed to 


give a square outline on the tip. A Setter should 
have the feathers on his tail gradually tapered to a 
point. The natural tail comes to a point, so there 
is no reason to cut the hair off bluntly on the end. 
By over-trimming an Irish setter's ears, the uniform 
color is often taken away.

is distressing. Instead of their heads being evenly 


' trimmed, they often have topknots, bushy over-hang- 


ing eye brows or an area the size of a quarter left 
very long on an otherwise neatly trimmed head. 
Some Cockers are trimmed, very closely on their 
backs, and then the hair is left very long on their 
sides and legs, giving ~them the appearance of an 
Afghan hound. And Cockers, in general, have so 
mch furnishing that one cannot see any outline of 
the dog's legs and body at all. Instead, there is an 
unbroken wall of fur from the sides to the ground. 


"The ears are often shaved halfway with a great 


amount of hair left on the ends, instead of gradually 
widening the ears down from where they meet the 
skull. 


"Airedales, Wire Fox terriers, Lakeland and Welsh 


terriers and miniature Schnauzers'are all trimmed 
with the same faults in different degrees. They have 
too much furnishing left on them, and too much beard. 
A beard is meant to square a muzzle, not unbalance it. 


"The throats and chests of these breeds, and some- 


times the necks, are clipped, often leaving bare skin 
showing. The hind legs are trimmed bare and tufts 
left on the hocks. These tufts make the dog look 
sickle-hocked, even if he is not. By sickle hocks, I

European Championship Tournament 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


The European Championships took place last Sep- 


tember in the magnificent Ostend Casino. The space, 
equipment, lighting and ventilation were better than 
in any bridge tournament I have seen in 30 years. 
Only the players were disappointing. 


Five of the six members of the world champion- 


ship Italian team were absent from the scene. Giorgio 
Belladonna, winner of eight world championships, 
played with five guys named Giuseppe — who turned 
out to be good enough to win the European Cham- 
pionship. This speaks well for the relatively unknown 
Italian players, but it speaks even more eloquently 
for the calibre of the other teams in the tournament. 


Terence Reese and Boris Schapiro were missing 


from the English team for the first time in 10 years. 
They had been accused of illegal signalling during 
the 1965 world championships and could not be con- 
sidered for an English team until they had been 
cleared of the charges. Pierre Jais and Roger Trezel, 
members of the world championship French team in 
1956 and 1960 and winners of the world pair cham- 


pionship in 1962, were not playing for France be- 
cause of a dispute with the French Bridge Federa- 
tion. Jan Wohlin, voted the best player of Europe at 
a recent European Championship, was not playing 
for Sweden. There were more stars on the sidelines 
than in the tournament. 


The spirit of "second-best is good enough" carried 


over to the selection of the team that will represent 
Europe in the 1966 world championships. Since Italy 
was already represented by the famous Blue Team, 
winners in 1965, the winners of the European Cham- 
pionship at Ostend were not eligible to play in the 
world championship. Instead, Europe will be repre- 
sented by the runners-up at Ostend, the Netherlands 
team. 


The Italian Blue Team will be favorites to win 


the world championship again in 1966, and thfe North 
American team will be favored to take second place. 
(They have been finishing in this order since 1957, 
and this may not be the year for a change.) Other 
teams in the tournament will be the Netherlands, 
representing Europe; the winners of an international 


Outdoors Wisconsin 
Red-Bellied Woodpecker Has Been 
Seen in Valley Area for 10 Years 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


To most people, a woodpecker with a red head is 


a red-headed woodpecker. But there is another wood- 
pecker sometimes seen in this area with a red head, 
not the deep red of the redhead but a bright neon 
red. This is the red-bellied woodpecker. 


It is not a common bird and has been seen in the 


Green Bay and Appleton area for only about 10 or 15 
years. A much better name for it would be the ladder- 
back woodpecker, or zebra woodpecker, for the dis- 
tinctive zebra stripes across its back. The red of its 
belly is just a pale wash of orange in the male, and 
not noticed at all in the female. 


Most often seen in winter, when it comes to eat 


sunflower seeds and suet at feeders, the red-bellied is 
usually a year-round resident. Like other birds which 
come to feeders in winter, it disappears into wood- 
lands in spring or early summer to nest. It prefers 
river bottomlands, where it drills holes in softwood 
trees for nesting. Or, it may take over a tree hollow 
made by another woodpecker. The same nest may be 
used for several years in a row. Five or six dull white 
eggs make up the clutch. 


Quarrelsome Calls 


Like other woodpeckers, the red-belly is most 


noisy during the mating and nesting season. Its calls, 
resembling some of those of other woodpeckers, are 
somewhat quarrelsome in tone. Oft repeated '"Cherr" 
and "Chow" notes are common. 


This bird, like a number of others once considered 


a much more southern species, is extending its range 
northward. I have seen it as far north as Door County 
and have reports of it occurring in northern Oconto 
County. I would like a hear from readers observing 
it on other northern areas. 


In Wisconsin, it is said to be most common in the 


southwestern parts. Some years it is much more 
common than others, so it probably wanders around 
the state a great deal. 


The natural food of the red-bellied woodpecker is 


a variety of insect life, including beetles, weevils, ants 
and grasshoppers. Its vegetable food consists of 
acorns and other nuts, waste grain, weed seeds and 
fruits. At feeders dried fruit, such as raisins, as well 
as rich seeds and suet will attract it.

The Dutch expert in the West seat led a trump, a 


good choice in view of his scattered "strength in the 
other suits. The Belgian declarer won with the 10 of 
spades and led the eight of hearts for a finesse be- 
cause of West's opening bid of one heart. 


This finesse seems like a poor, choice to the arm- 


chair tactician. It works if West has bid on a heart 
suit headed by both the queen and'jack, but should' 
cost South the contract if East has one of the heart 
honors. 


There is no certainty that West Has both the queen 


and jack of hearts, but it should be a cinch that West 
has both of the missing aces for his vulnerable, open- 
ing bid. If so, the contract is assured without a heart 
finesse. 


South should take the top hearts and ruff a heart. 


Then he leads a club to dummy's king. This puts 
him in position to ruff dummy's last heart. Now he 
leads a diamond to make sure of a trick with dummy's 
king. Whenever he next gets to dummy he can draw 
trumps. The idea is to set up dummy, losing only 
two diamonds and one club. 


South's actual heart finesse lost to the queen, and 


back came a trump to the queen. Now South was in 
trouble because he had to play the diamonds to lose 
only one trick —• an impossibilty against normal 
semi-expert defense. 


South led the 10 of diamonds, and West could 


defeat the contract by taking the ace of diamonds 
and the ace of clubs and getting out with a club to 
dummy's king. Sooner or later South would have to 
give up another diamond trick. 


Instead, West made a very strange play on the 


first round of diamonds. He covered the 10 with the 
queen of diamonds. Declarer won in dummy with the 
king of diamonds, drew the last trump and returned 
a diamond to f.nesse with the eight. When this work- 
ed, he was home. He had thrown his contract away, 
but West had thrown it back to him.

cue __ for it's always darkest before the dawn, 'tis said 
— the sun broke through for the Bays. Items: (1) The 
Packers eked out a suspense-filled win over the Vik- 
ings. (2) The Chicago Bears' momentum steamrollered 
the Colts. (3) Nitschke signed his '65 pact, thus insuring 
his presence in '66. (4) The Packers won two coin flips 
to be sure that if a Dec. 26 playoff game is needed, it 
will be staged in Green Bay. If these "signs" can be in- 
terpreted as reasons for continued optimism leading in- 
to today's titantic battle in Baltimore, let's make the 
most of them. History adds a few more encouraging tid- 
bits. The 1960 Packers staged a late-season comeback 
not unlike the one they've now started — to clinch^an 
unexpected division title — their first under Vince Lom- 
bardi. And, Green Bay, in the last four seasons, has 
been more troublesome for the Colts than any other 
team in the league. The Packers, in fact, have won five 
of their last seven games — and the two losses were by 
extremely slim margins. The 21-20 defeat last year was 
traceable to kicking deficiencies and the 24-21 loss in '64 
came after a questionable late-game field goal try that 
was blocked by Baltimore and turned into the winning 
touchdown. 


It could be that the Packers have the type of game 


that befuddles the Colts, just as the Rams always seem 
to give Green Bay trouble. Over-all Lombardi-coached 
teams hold a 7-6 edge over the Colts. Lest 
anyone gets the idea that this corner con- 
siders today's game a snap, let's blow a 
fast whistle. For a visiting team to win in 
Baltimore's Memorial Stadium is always a 
king-sized achievement and for it to hap- 
pen two weeks in a row (remember, the 
Bears did it last Sunday) is almost un- 
heard of. The Baltimore attack is one of _ 
the most dangerous anywhere — with or 
Cuozzo 


without Johnny Unitas. And the Baltimore defense 
ranks among the league's best. Add to this, the prob- 
able "Let's win this one for Johnny" sentiment on the Registration 
Colt team'— and you have trouble with a capital "T." school are 
From a strictly physical standpoint, one must admit that 
the Colts should (repeat, should) be weaker than they 
would with the great Unitas at the helm. But, don't 
ever-try to tell the. Minnesota Vikings that Gary Cuozzo 
is a soft touch. Actually, the Packers beat the Unitas-led 
Colts this season — they're the only team to down Balti- 
more in '65 with Unitas on full-time duty. How was the 
Bear defense able to blank the Colts last Sunday? For 
one thing,- the Bears made Baltimore's offense cough 
up the ball six times — on fumbles and interceptions. 
For another, the Chicagoans covered Baltimore's favori- 
te double-wing formation so well that the Colts had to 
return Lenny Moore to a running-back spot, where some 
observers feel he is not so dangerous. The Packers may 
be in a position to benefit from this strategy. Gripes 
about the team's sputtering offense have faded into the 
background this week as all of Packerland is uniting 
behind the Bays and the supreme effort they can be 
counted on to make.

the period from Jan. 1 to Dec. 1 
.there were 1,895 babies born at

for the corresponding period in 


, 1964 was 1,892. 


Although • there has been no 


local "baby boom" as such, 
births this year are expected to 
reverse a trend and show a 
. slight increase for the first time 
in five years.

sion that was expected to reach 
post-World War II dimensions.

obligation bonds. 


State law no longer requires 


that bonding for a library be 
approved by a referendum. 


Plans are to move the library 


operations to a different build- 
ing while the present library is 
being razed. A new two-story 
structure will be built on the 
site of the present library. 


80,000 Books 


The Fond du Lac Library was 


built in 1903 and now houses 
about 80,000 books. If destroyed 
by fire, it would cost about 
$500,000 to replace them. Some 
are rare, books that would cost 
up to $1,500 to replace, such as 
a set of Jesuit books. Replacing 
old newspapers, most of which 
are 
microfilmed, and other 


historical data in the library 
could cost $40,000. 


The library has some 242 


different periodicals with copies 
dating back 
100 years 
and 


impossible to replace. 


Library operations are confin- 


ed to the first floor. The second 
floor contains a large meeting 
room and museum items, but 
this has been closed to the 
public as a safety measure. 
Until recent years the number 
of persons allowed on the upper 
floor was limited. 


The State Industrial Commis- 


sion ordered changes to the 
front entrance of the library in 
1960 after the front steps broke 
and a girl was injured. The 
steps were replaced and a new 
stair arrangement provided at a 
cost of about $45,000. Part of 
this work, such as the new 
doors, can be salvaged and used 
in the new library. 


Engineering Survey 


While this replacement was in 


progress, some structural defi- 
ciencies were found. This dis- 
covery led to a detailed engi- 
neering survey of its condition 
by the firm of Warzyn Engi- 
neering and Service Co., Inc., of 
Madison. 


The engineering

marized its findings. 


—Roof trusses are overstress- 


ed and some of them show signs 
of fatigue. 


—Floor systems will not safe-
